No, 6551869 Sepoy Thakur Singh ASC (25 Sep. 1953) 

On the 25th September 1953, the prisoners of war, 
approximately 24,000 in number, became truculent and 
started making rowdy demonstrations against the 
Custodian Force, India. When the General Officer 
Commanding, Custodian Force was coming out of the 


camp with other senior officers after giving a talk to 
the prisoners, Major B. S. Grewal, 8 Dogra Regt., the 
Chinese Interpreter, who Was the last to come out, wub 
forcibly dragged into the camp by the prisoners. 
Sepoy Thakur Singh, who was on duty as driver to the 
Deputy Commander, Custodian Force, and was stand- 
ing near the gate, saw the officer being dragged into 
the camp by the rowdy prisoners and rushed to rescue 
him with complete disregard for his personal safety. 
The officer was being dragged from one tent to another 
but Sepoy Thakur Singh remained with him through- 
out and thus protected him from serious injury and 
facilitated his eventual rescue. 

Sepoy Thakur Singh’s magnificent example of de- 
votion to duty and personal bravery were exemplary 
and reflect the highest tradition of the Army.

Subject: — Import policy of farinaceous and patent 
foods falling under Serial No. 12(a) of Part 
V of the I.T.C. Schedule, during July — Decem- 
ber 1953. 

No. 143-ITC(P.N.)/53. — The attention of importers is 
invited to the entries against Serial No. 12(a) of Part 
V of the I.T.C. Schedule in the Red Book of July— 
December 1953, according to which licences for Fari- 
naceous and patent foods canned or bottled, excluding 
milk foods for infants and also excluding breakfast 
foods (wheat flakes, corn flakes, processed Oats and 
shredded wheat) and Pearl Barley, will be granted on 
a quota of 20 per cent. Gen. and 100 per cent. Soft. 
In view of the reported shortage of these foods it has 
been decided that the quota from soft currency areas 
should be increased by a third, from 100 per cent, to 
1334 per cent, of half of best year’s Imports of the above 
goods. 

2. The relevant entry in Appendix A to the Red 
Book for the current half year should bp deemed to 
have been amended accordingly.

3. It will not be necessary for holders of July — 
December 1953 licences already issued to present their 
licences to the licensing authorities for enhancement of 
value. The Customs authorities have been advised to 
allow clearance of an additional quantity of these foods 
to the extent of 33 h per cent, of the value of the 
licenses held. 

Subject: — Import of Ink Blue for Ink Industry — Correct 
classification for I.T.C. purposes 

No. 144-ITC(P.N.)/53. — It has been represented that 
Ink Blue is being classified differently, by some autho- 
rities under Serial No. 1-B/Part III and by others under 
Serial No. 34, Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule. 

2. The question of the correct classification of this 
store has been examined. Ink Blue is a coal tar dye, 
and should consequently be classified as Dyestuffs, fall- 
ing under Serial No. 1-B/III. Consignments of Ink Blue 
will henceforward be cleared by the Customs autho- 
rities against licences issued for Serial No. 1-B/III of 
the Import Trade Control Schedule. Its import against 
licences for Serial No. 34 of Part V will not be allowed.

Subject: —Establishment of an Advisory Committee 
for the Central Cullege of Agriculture 

No. F.20-17/53-Instt.I. — In accordance with the pro- 
viso to statute 30 (i) of the Statutes of the University 
of Delhi, which requires that a College maintained by 
Government shall have an Advisory Committee, the 
Government of India is pleased to appoint an Advisory 
Committee for the Central College of Agriculture with 
its headquarters at the Indian Agriculture Research 
Institute, New Delhi. 

2. The Advisory Committee will perform the follow- 
ing functions: — 

(i) advise Government on questions of policy, aims 
of the College and its working generally; on 
new courses of study, and on creation of posts 
of teachers and duties and emoluments there- 
of; 

(ii) examine budget estimates for Government’s 
consideration; 

(iii) recommend the tuition fees for the various 
courses; 

(iv) recommend the number of free studentships 
or half free-ships; 

(v) advise Government on fixation of qualifications 
for admission, in accordance with the require- 
ments of the University of Delhi, to the various 
courses und the number of students to be 
admitted to each course; 

(vi) advise Government on rules for the award of 
prizes, etc. in accordance with the existing 
instructions of the Delhi University; and 

(vii) to deal with any question referred to it by 
Government. 


3. The composition of the Advisory Committee shall 
be as under: — 

1. Agricultural Commissioner with the Government 

of India — Chairman. 

2. Director, Indian Agricultural Research Insti- 

tute — Vice-Chairman. 

3. Two representatives of the University of Delhi — 

Members. 

4. Principal, Central College of Agriculture — Mem- 

ber. 

5. A senior Head of Division, other than the Prin- 

cipal, Indian Agricultural Research Institute — 

Member. 

6. Two representatives elected by the Teaching 

Staff of Central College of Agriculture — Mem- 
bers. 

7. Two members of Parliament to be nominated by 

the Minister of Agriculture — Members. 

8. One representative of the Ministry of Education. 

4. The Advisory Committee shall appoint a Secretary 
who shall not be a member of the Advisory Committee 
and who shall summon meetings, record proceedings, 
and perform such other clerical functions as the Advi- 
sory Committee may direct. 
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5. The term of office of a member of the Advisory- 
Committee other than an ex-officio member shall be 
three years from the date of the first meeting of the 
Advisory Committee provided that he shall be eligible 
for re-appointment. 

6. (1) The Advisory Committee shall meet at least once 
every academic term and shall maintain record of the 
proceedings of its meetings. 

(ii) In the absence of the Chairman or Vice-Chair- 
man who will act as Chairman, Members present at a 
meeting shall elect a temporary Chairman from among 
themselves. The ruling of the Chairman, in regard to 
all questions of procedure shall be final. 

7. All casual vacancies among the members (other 
than ex-officio ) of the Advisory Body shall be filled, as 
soon as possible, by the authority or institution which 
appointed or nominated the member whose place has 
been rendered vacant, and the person so appointed or 
nominated shall be a member of the Advisory Com- 
mittee for the residual portion of the term of the person 
whose place he fills. 

8. No proceedings of the Advisory Committee shall 
be invalidated merely by reason of the existence of a 
vacancy or vacancies among its members,
